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REMARKS. 


The past year has been one of steady improvement in 
our Schools, and the work done has been satisfactory to 
your Committee. Owing to sickness the Fall [erm in the 
North School closed three weeks earlier than was intended, 
but the results were all that could be expected in a small 
School. For the Village Schools we have only to say that 
they have been for the whole year under the same efficient 
teachers, Misses Nesmith and Ricker, and that their record 
has been fully up to that of former years. Through the 
efforts of the teachers and pupils of this School, a nice flag 
has been purchased, and was raised over the building with 
appropriate ceremonies, on Columbus Day. 


We are very sorry to see the lack of interest in the 
Schools that is manifest among the parents, but as former 
Committees have, for the past twenty-five years, been try- 
ing to induce you to visit the Schools and see for your- 
selves what is going on, instead of visiting your neighbors 
and finding fault with the state of affairs, we will out of 
regard for your feelings, abstain from saying anything fur- 
ther on the subject, and kindly infer that you have so 
much confidence in your teachers that you do not think 
they need to be looked after at all. 


It has been apparent to your Committee as well asa 
large number of citizens in town, that the Village School 
has out-grown its present quarters, and that we need an- 
other room in order to properly grade the School. This 
will of course give fewer classes in each room, will enable 
the Grammar School to take up more advanced studies, 
thereby furnishing better advantages to our children to 
complete their education at home, and will also allow more 
time to each class. No teacher should be expected to

handle a School of fifty or more pupils like those in our 
Primary School at the present time, and obtain the best 
results. It is impossible to do it, while on the other hand 
the oldest pupils from that School cannot enter the Gram- 
mar School without creating a new set of classes, which 
takes away time from the others. There is an Article in 
the Town Warrant to see if the Town will enlarge the 
building by the addition of another room. We hope our 
fellow-townsmen will see the need of this and vote accord- 
ingly when the matter is brought up. Money expended 
for the benefit of our Schools will bring its return with 
large interest in the future.
